You will 
note that I discouraged the idea <d a book for the reasons esEpressed and then 
explained briefly the relationship of CIA with Slate, Defense, and the White 
House, as well as several committees of Congress. I wound up by suggesting 
that they submit their book for checking, most particularly against errors or 
security violations, which obviously was not done. 

1 also invited further discussion. However, when Mr. Wise lunched 
with me on April 28th he <Sd not mention the book. Since he came to see me 
in Ms new capacity as l^reau Chief of the New York Herald Tribune, I failed 
to recall his prior visit and the memoran<Mm for the record had not been 
brought to my attention.
